“WANDA ROSSI demonstrates

THE TRICK RIDING team of Rex Rossi and his wife Wanda 
came here in an exceptionally good state of repair, for them. 
«She had a sore ankle and a minor burn on a hand but between 
them they didn’t have a splint or a cast or a bruise bigger than a 
saddle blanket. They have gone more than 50 rodeo perform- 
ances without a time out for injury and that is the trickiest riding 


they could hope for. 

The Rossis are riding in the 
Firemen’s Championship~ Rodeo 
which opens tonight at the 
Arena. They came in as a team 
for the firemen last year, too, 
but the act went on as a solo. 
Mrs. Rossi dislocated a shoulder 
during a practice romp with a 
horse. Rossi put on the act for 
the family by himself and she 
sat and watched in good con- 
science. She has done as much 
for him. 

Trick-riding has been going on 

ever since Early Man and Early 
Horse had it out to determine 
which species would be in the 
saddle. Some say man won but 
a rodeo is no place to prove it. 
The straight-away business, the 
routine called bronc-busting, is 
likely as not to be man-busting. 
The horses used by the trick 
riders are supposed to be a more 
educated lot than the broncos. 
Probably they are but a gallop- 
ing horse never is going to re- 
place the rocking chair as a safe- 
ty vehicle and a woman riding 
Roman style is in no position to 
visit with Whistler’s Mother. 
‘ Trick-riding isn’t looked upon 
as a social grace by the horsy 
set, the people who have their 
jodhpurs cleaned between sea- 
sons, but the working cowhands 
out for the money in the rodeos 
give the trick riders their re- 
spect. Trick riders are as likely 
to get broken or badly bent as 
the bronc riders are and it 
makes a nice bond between 
them. 


Some of the bronc riders and 
the circus clown, Gene Clark, 
and his wife and three children 


and the Rossis are spending the 
week bedded down in a pasture 
on West Florissant. About 
20 head of horses, 30 humps of 
Brahma bulls and assorted long- 
horns are sharing the area with 
the rodeo people. They form a 
closed and comfortable circle, 
these rodeo people and rodeo 
animals.

She had 
just mopped the floor of the 
trailer, had the door open to 
the brisk air, and wanted no 
more of old 17-hands-high’s non- 
sense. He shoo-ed. She came 
over, smiling. 

“I’m sorry,” she said. “Rex 
had to go to town for some 
things. I’ll show you around.” 


The archaic phrase hung pleas- 
antly on the lively fall air, giv- 
ing it as much country flavor as 
the livestock did. What's the 
last previous time anyone. on 
West Florissant “shad to go to 
town for some things?’

Mrs. Rossi says this 
is one of the oldest methods 
known to horsemen for breaking 
their necks and dates from Ro- 


‘man circuses. One day a chariot 
racer bored with the same old 
view behind his team climbed 
over the front of his cart and 
mounted the horses’ backs, 
stand-up style. That show-off 
was the pioneer in Roman 
riding. 


Roman riding never has been 
a game for amateurs. The Ro- 
mans were no fools. The pa- 
tricians looked down their noses 
as spectators should, from the 
stands. Roman circuses and 
athletic events in general were 
staged by professionals. Wanda 
Rossi says she is the only woman 
doing Roman riding now-a-days 
and maybe there is a warning 
for us in that. When the Ro- 
mans started leaning heavily on 
dilettante pleasures, amateur 
lions and Christians, their power 
was on the road to ruin. 

The Rossis are doing their 
share to. keep up the national 
standard of ruggedness. They 
take a beating that compen- 
sates for all our dilettantes and 
the Rossis must do it consider- 


ably for love because there isn’t 
enough money to make it worth 
while for cash alone.
